Keep firearms unloaded when not actually in use. Load the gun only when on 
the range preparing to fire and unload it before leaving the range. 

Neve r put your hand over the muzzle of a gun.

If a gun fails to fire when the trigger is pulled, keep it pointed down range at the 
target lor 60 seconds. SometFmes slow primer ignition will cause a “hang fire” 
an d the cartri d^e will go off after a short pause. If at sti li falls to fI re, keep muzzle 
pointed in safe direction and avoid exposure to the breech, as you attempt to 
unload your firearm, 

Never let water, snow mud or other material enter the barrel. Always be sure 
the barrel is free of any obstruction-. 

Since many ammu nition id entifications sound s milar, sure that you use on ly 
the correct ammunition for your gun. Do NOT use the wrong size or wrong 
strength ammunition in yourfirearm. 

Repeated and prolonged exposure to gunfire may cause toxic levels of lead in 
your body. High leve s of lead in the blood may result in cancer, impotency, 
birth delects and other serous physical injury.

You must also 
check the bore for any fired shot or wad jammed inside the barrel 


External Control Parts: 

Trigger Block Safety: Located on the receiver tang behinc the top lever, slide 
button style. When the Red Dol is snowing the shotgun win fire when the trigger 
is pulled!! Do not disengage safety unless you are ready to fire the shotgun.

Safety Disengaged The Red Dot is showing and the tr.cger has full 
travel MAKE SURE YOU UNDERSTAND HOW THE SAFETY WORKS

Top Lever:. L coated on top of the receiver, push tc right to break open banal 
Irom receiver of shotgun. 

Trigger: Located in the trigger guard. If the safety is disengaged and the 
mechanism has been cocked and the trigger is pulled to the rear the shotgun 
will discharge, if there Is a live cartridge in. the chamber. The MP-233 shotgun 
features an unusual double (rigger mechanism, where each trigger fires both 
barrels. This trigger mechanism allows [he following shooting sequences. 

- the first pull cf the front trigger will discharge the light, barrel, the second 
pull of the same trigger will discharge the left barrel and 

- the first pull of the b^ck trigger will discharge (he left barrel, the second pull 
of the same trigger will discharge the right barrel. 

Rut additionally, the conventional shooting sequence can be used also, that 
is the pull of the front trigger will discharge the right barrel, and the pull the 
rear Trigger will discharge the I ell barrel. 

Trigger mechanism latch button: Located on the back portion of the trigger 
guard and intended lor detaching of trigger mechanism for inspection, cleaning 
and lubrication, Push this button and pull the trigger guard to cetaeh trigger 
mechanism from receiver of shotgun. MAKE SURE YOUR SHOTGUN IS 
UNLOADED. 

Forendr Located below barrels in front of receiver, locks barrel assembly into 
receiver, has lalch in [he mid lower section lo unlock and lack fa rend. 




Directions For Assembly Of 
Shotgun: 

1 ) Fig 1 : When you open the box of your new 

shotgun the barrel and torond is 
separated from die main portion of the 
shotgun. To attach the barrel end forend first 
remove the plastic bags or wrapping material 
covering the parts. Then remove Ihe forend 
from the bairel by pulling out the lever in the 
o we r m id section of the forend and tip p iog (he 
forend away from the barrel while pulling the 
lever out. . Check to make sure that the barrel 
is free of foreign matter by looking down the 
barrel (no blockage whaf-so-ever) 

2) Fig 2: Now push :he top lever to tha right 
and hold. Do not force the top lever. 

3) Fig 3A and SB: Engage the lower locking 
lug located on the lower portion of the barrel 
with the receiver. The half round cut out on the 
lower locking lug fits around the round bar in 
the forward lower portion of the slot in the 
receiver. With the barrel engaged into the 
receiver you should be ab c so swing the 
barrel up Into the locked position and the Sop 
lever should move back to the center once the 
barrel is locked into position. Note; The top 
latch may not move completely to the center 
on a new shotgun until the gun is broken in, 
Tha laJtch must move at least three quarters of 
the full travel distance. 

4 ) Fig 4: With the barrel locked into the 
receiver pull the latch in the center of the 
forend and place the forend on receiver. With 
an upward swing motion lock the forend onto 
the bar r el. Do not force the forend into it's 
lacked position on trie barrel. If the latch docs 
not go to H ? £ flat position you may push \\ into 
place, do not force the latch into the fiat 
position. 



5) Warning... Never fire the gun unless the barrel is locked into position onlho 
receive* and the forend is locked info the receiver and barrel. 


6 } Fig 5; Make sure the trigger block gaiety is engaged after completion of 
assembly. Red Dot is Covered 
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To Load Shotgun: 

1) Fig 7: Make sure the shotgun is pointed in 
a safe direction at all times, the trigger block 
safety is engaged, and never allow fingers or 
objects to cental trigger.

2) Do not disengage the safety unti : you are ready to fire 

3) Make sure the ammo that you are using is the correct size and gauge. The 
barrel is marked with the gauge and chamber size, barrels marked 3" wit also 
use 2 3/4" or 3" shot shells. Barrcis marked with 2 3/4' will no: accept 3" shot 
shells- 

4) Fig 8: Visually inspect the chambers and 
barrel for obstructing by breaking open the 
shotgun by pushing the top fever io the s do 
and tipping the barrel down. The chamber 
and barret should he free of oil or grease or 
obstructions. 

5) Fig B: After inspects on load the correct typo 
of shot shell inia the chamcers making sure 
that the Shells are flush with the extractor, 
then dose the action by swinging the barrel 
up till it locks into the feceiver and the top 
lever moves to the center position. If the top 
lever docs not move to the center break open 
the action again and check to see if the shot 
shell is fully seated in the chamber, if the shell 
Is fully sealed then re-close the action, li' the 
shot sneli is not felly seated check the chamber tor 0 oc*age and check the 
shell for deformation and retry closing the action once more. If the shell ss the 
correct type and the chambe r is not blocked and the shell is not deformed anc 
the top lever does not move at feast three quarters of the full travel distance to 
the center after closing then unload the gun (follow unloading instructors) 
and have a competent gunsmith look at the gun or return the gun back to 
E.A.A. Corn, for review. Note: The top ever may not move complete^ to the 
center on a new shotgun until the gun is broken in. The lever must move at 
least three quarters of the lull travel distance. Try and move the Top Lever to the 
center position by pusmng it, do not force it..,. 
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WARNING 

Once you have broken open the shotgun action with file forearm installed 
the interna! hammers are cooked and under spring tension. Wq suggest 
that you do not keep, carry or store the gun with (he hammer springs under 
compression. Follow unloading instructions and with the gun unloaded or 
the barrel removed pull the triggers to release the hammer springs from 
their compressed stale.

Never load a cartridge into the chamber until 
you are ready to fire the stiptguft... 

To Fire Shotgun: 

WARNING 

Do not disengage tie trigger block safely until the shotgun is pointed in a safe 
direction and you are ready 10 fire. 

If a cartridge does not fire and the trigger has been pulled and the trigger block 
safety is disengag&d...Stop! and do the following: a} Make sure the gun is 
pointed in a safe direction b) Engage the trigger block safety c) Wait 60 
seconds d) Follow tine Instruction below for unloading the shotgun 

If during firing the sound of any cartridge is noticeably softer or louder than the 
previous cartridge fired, Stop! Do not load another cartridge or fire another 
cartridge end do the following; a) Make sure the gun is pointed in a safe 
direction to] Engage tha trigger block safety c) Follow the instruction below for 
unloading the shotgun d) With the shotgun unloaded visually inspect the 
shotgun for barrel blockage or damage ana inspect the mechanical portion 
and receiver of the shotgun for damage before continuing.

3) Disengage the safety and begin tiring only when you are ready to fire 
and the shotgun is pointed in a safe direction to be fired. At this point the 
shotgun will fire if the trigger is pulled. 
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To Unload Shotgun: 

1) luSake sure the gun is pointed In sale direction and the trigger block 
safety is engaged 

There is no excuse far not being carcfuL... 

2) After completing step one completely... push I he top lever to the right tilt 
tits achon breaks open. 

3) Then fully open the action and remove the shells. 

4) Visually check that the barrels are free of obstructions and than close -he 
shotgun action 

5) We suggest that you remove the hammer spring's compression by 
pulling each trigger or in the case of a single trigger gun pu ling the trigger 
for each barrel. 

6) Engage the trigger block safety after tie shotgun action is dosed 

To Disassemble The Shotgun: 

1) Make sura thesholgun is unloaded (FOLLOW UNLOADING 
INSTRUCTED NS > and pointed in a safe direction. 

2) Make sure the trigger block safety -a engaged. 

There is no excuse for not being careful,.., 

3) Remove the forend From the barrel by pulling out the lever in the lower 
center of the forend and removing Ihe forend in a downward outward swing 
motion. Never force the forend off the barrel and receiver. 

4} With the barrel and receiver supported with one hand push the top lever 
to the right fully and lip the barrel down until it disengages from Ihe receiver. 
Check the barrel for damage and blockage after removal

E) Any powder fowling on the firing wall, barrel, etc. can be easily cleaned with 
a brush and powder solvent,
